From the svidense it appeare that o 
Model School for the training of teachora 
Wao ostablished in tho city of Belleville 
daring the summor of 1877, 

Various resolutions of the Board of Bdu- 
cation in respect to this Model School were 
passed in the month of August of said yoar, 
copies of which were by consent of boul 
cannsol for the plaint f and detendaut filed 
as exhibits fo this wnit. 

Thore was it appears from some of the 
resolutions, some doubts ay to establishing 
tbe Model School in what is called Publia 
School No. 4 for the olty,on aocount of the 
plaintiff, who was the heal master, nut 
having & first clas Mrovincial certificate as 
reynired by the Btatate, aud Conseynently 
Hor qualified, the words of the Statute ho- 
ing: * No Schicol alall be made a Couuty 
Model Schoo! uoloss thefollowing requisites 
are complied with, (1) The Heal Master 
must hold afirst-olase Provincial cortificats 
&e., &o."—See page 104, compeadinmw of 
School Law, sec. 2. 

It was howevor, finally determined ta 
estubliah the Model Scho+l in School Na. 
4,06 that building afforde! the bast uo- 
commodation. 

It was shown that the plamtiff did not 
at that time, nor was it disclored by the 
evidenoo, that he has at any time snoe, 
hold « first-class Provincial certificate. 

The Plaintiff bad boon appointed Head 
Master of School No. 4 (ntterwards called 
‘he Union Sebool) for the year commena- 
ing let. Septomber, 1877, by resolution of 
the Board passed sometine in August and 
before the ostablishmont of the Model 
School, at a salary of $750 per aonum, but 
did not sign agreemont until after its 
éatablishment and of which he was aware. 

Tp the plaintiff's school thore were.some 
four or Ove avsistant teachers. 5 

Tt was shown that the Plsiotiff wae t- 
engoved by the Board as oad ‘Teactier of 
the said eohool for each sheveeding year at 
the same salary ($750 per annum) aud the 
agreemonts of tho plarotifl with tue defen- 
danie—fivoin etuiiven-caie filed 48 exbibite 
in th's suit. None of thees agrecments 
provide for oxtra salary ae Tonchur of the 
Model School, nor is any reference mado 
at all in the said ogroomente. 

A Modai School was lield during the 
vear 1877 and in every succocdiog year np 
to the present, commencing about te 
firat of September and continuing forabout 
eight wooks during each year. ‘Tho plain- 
tif during these yoars performed the duties 
of Hoad Master of the Model Seboo!. 
Witli tho exception of lectaring during the 
hours from eight to nine or from four to 
five, the plaintif was nesisted by the other 
feaobers of the Contral School. 

From twenty to thirty teachers atteuded 
each sessiva of the training of Model 
School. 

Tt was stated by the plaintifl in bis evid- 
ueco that he never made apy Agreement 
verbal or otherwixo with the defendanta in 
regard to any extra ealary for sorvicos 
performed in respect to the Model Sel:col; 
also (hat he never demanded from tho de- 
fondanta any extra salary except that dor- 
ing the winter following his cogagoment 
in 1877, ho spoke to Mr. Crozior who wns 
then tho Secretary of the Board. Te ask- 
od Mr. Crozier for the $200 being the 
amount of the Governmont and Conpty 
grants. Mr, Crozier stated he lad no 
authority from the Board to pay this #im, 
He then concluded to ‘allow tho 
$200 por year to scoumnlate, That 
he never at any time mentioned 
to the defendants nor to any member 
of the Board that be claimed anything 
from the Board as a teacher of the Model 
School or that bo intended to claim the 
Government and county grant until about 
the commencemont of this anit. 

The defendants since the Model School 
uns Leon eéstablisbod Lave received $760 
from the Government and from tho county 
and there fg for tho pnst year tho $100 
required to be paid by the county in the 
hands of the Country Treasnrer ready to 
be paid over. 

Evidonco of the Inspector to the etfect 
that be mentioned to the Board as an in- 
duvoment fer thom to establish this Medel 
School, the Government grant of $100 
por annom and that he would, and a'ter- 
warde did, indnoe the County Council to 
grant a like som of $100 to the Board, 
was tondered by the plaintiff, but was 
objected to. I admitted this evidonze so 
as to Lave all the facts of tho caso before 
me, but I donot think anything which 
took place between tho defendants ani tho 
Tospector as disclosed by tho evidence can 
effoct this case. TI think tho Inspector 
acted in an individual capacity. 

I think that a Model Sobool when estab- 
lished is somothing incidental to or carry- 
ing out of a common echool It is a 
common sehool and something more viz; 
Boaides tho ordinary work of the sehool it 
is, for the time being, a sobeol for training 
inexperienced teachers, and besides tho 
superindending anl instructing the tonch- 
ors daring class hours by the Head Mastor 
and bis assistants, a looture is required to 
bo given by the Llead Mastor oelther before 
or aftor ‘echisol houre during the soenion. 

There {a no evidence that tho plaintiff 
did not perform lis dutios effieiently, L 
am of the opinion that neither the defond- 
ants northo Dopartmont of Education 
allor accopting the plaintiffs services ean 


bow say ho wad not qualified. He por- 
formed the duties and his sorvices were 
accepted. Lospectors of Model Svbeolu, 


Moasre. Tilley and Itons, visited thin Model 
Socliool and reported favorably. 

The plaintiff, to enecoed in his wotion, 
think moat eatabliah (1) & contract with 
the defondante oxproased or iiapiiod 
hie right to the amonnt of the annual grnat 
from the Department of E-tucation and thé 
county.

Their intestines wore 
beiog flung at the windows aud abont the 
streets, A Greok’a throat was hacked 
with a ponknife, and two English women. 
who jamped from a window in their en- 
deavor to escape the massacre, wore killed.
